Claims 1-43 allowed. 
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3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
As claims 1, 8, 15, 22 and 35, The prior arts in the record fail to disclose a method and 

system for storing the routes in a single multicast table and updating the multicast routing table 
based on changes made by the plurality of multicast routing protocols to the routes stored in each 
routing table for the plurality of routing protocols within a structure of the claim.. 

As claims 23, 27 and 31, The prior arts in the record fail to disclose a method and system 
for selecting a set of unicast routes from the unicast routing table; storing the set of unicast routes 
in a memory buffer; and transferring the set of unicast routes from the memory buffer to the 
multicast routing table. 

As claim 38, The prior arts in the record fail to disclose a method and system comprising 
at least one management object for defining a multicast routing table manager including a 
multicast routing table for storing routes for the plurality of multicast routing protocols; and 
at least one management object for defining a set of rules for the injection of routes into the 
multicast routing table.
